On Page 32, there is reference to a 
hoard of Athenian coins illustrated on page K.E of the Report 
for 1892-3. This hoard seems to have been overlooked by me 
while I was in Athens. t+ I trouble you to write me if 
there were any other than Athenian coins in this find, and if 
so, what they were. Also if there is any indication of the 
district in which it was found, will you kindly give that? 


; I should very much like to have casts of the Pegasoi 
issued by Ambracia. Cvould you have casts of such specimens 
as are in your Museum made for me; I presume the number would 
not be very considerable. 


We are preparing a monograph pn the "Coinage of Aegina", 
and I should like to obtain data regarding thecountermarks which 
appear so frequently cn the coins for thie City. I recall that 
on one of the pieces in your exhibition cases there is a beautiful 
Clear head used as a countermark. Could you send me a cast of 
this piece?

below from the Myrou Karditsa Hoard published in "Deltion® 
for 1917, Plates 6 and 7, a8 well as any other countermarked 
coins in-your collection for Aegina. If it would be easier 
for you to have your assistant make pen and ink drawings of 
these countermarks, referring in each case to the plate, that 
would, I think, be satisfactory. The ones I desire particular- — 
ly are as foliows:- 


Plate 6, # 21, 23, 26, 27, 28 to 30, 32, 33. 
Plate 7, # 1, 2, 5, 11, 12, 13, 24, 15, 22, and any others 
from this find which I may have overlooked. 


If you would add the casti of one other coin, you will 
greatly increase my obligation to you. This is the silver > 
iece of Tegea which occurred in the find made at Megara, 1904-5, 
{Page IZ), which is mentioned in the*Journal International for 
1905, page 255. i trust this will enable. you te locate the 
coin without any difficulty. It is of importance to Mr. Newell 
in connection with this heard. +)

Mree Couch (Miss Stebbins) has written me that she trans- 
mitted to you my request for a photograph of the hoard of coins 
of the Chaleidic League found in the excavations of Olynthus by 
Dre Robinson's party. My request was based on the possibility 
that such a photographic record had not already been made. 


I deked Mra. Couch te make Clear that we wimuld beget <6 


bear any expense incident to the photographing of these coins, 
but, of course, I understand that any rites of publication would 
remain with Dre Robinson, and we had no intention of infringing 
upon them. If he has not made a complete photographic record 
of the pieces in both hoards, will you please do’ so and send me 
a memorandum of the expense. 


ZI presume that you know the simplest way of photographing . 
these coins - if you arrange them on a black background and leave 
space so that the coins may be turned over, you can expose the 
plate for the obverse, replace the cap over the lens and turn over 
the coins, amd then re-expose the plate, and have the photograph 
show both sides. To do this, it is advisable to have the camera 
in a position directly above the pieces. 


Wili you advise me of the number of Leucas pegasi there are - 
in the Athens Cabinet? 


May I add that should any interesting hoards come into the oa 
possession of your Department, we should be very giad to extend
